made this road to link together the 
sands of Egypt and Libya.” 

Though not yet asphalted tho 
road forms a usoful fine of com- 
munication for the British 
forces advancing Into Libya.

It has 
been a policy of all aid On a 
strictly cash basis. And, as Lord 
Lothian observed, the cash | fs 
running out. The gold and se- 
curities, which are their only 
means of making cash payments, 
will be used up “before long”, 
some time in the coming year 
“other means of payment will 
have to be found’ unless — the 
Americans are suddenly to dry 
up the stream of supplies. 


For it is important to realise 
that this problem of payment — is 
not simply a British problem; 1 
is au Arericam problem. The 
maintenance of that strean — of 
supplies is vital to the United 
States—only less vilal than it is 
to Great Britain- -and it is folly 
to suppose that the U.S. could 
bring it to an end merely because 
Britain was no longer able to pay 
a cash profit for the privilege of 
fighting a battle the Americans 
have now deeply realised to bt 
their own. As the "New 9 York 
Times” said the other day, it is 
not for Americans to wait on Bri 
lish pleas; it is for Americans 
themselves to decide how they are 
to meet the financial necessities of 
Ainerican policy to which they 
are comniitted, 

The immediate stop-gap  solu- 
tion would be to throw American 
credit resources open in the same 
way that American industrial re- 
sources are now open.

Wren church famous in nursery 
rhyme-and a well-known cinema. 
A bomb which hit the railings. of the church 


destroyed many- priceless stained-glass windows, 


most of them more than 
old. 


The famous bells have not been 
damaged, but much of the fabric 
of the building suffered badly. 
The damage woutd have been 
much less but for an unlucky 
chance. 

Instead of burying itself in the 
carth oof the churchyard and 
throwing its blast upwards, the 
bomb, a 100-pounder, struck the 
top of an iron gate set in the 
beavy railings surroufding the 
church. It exploded virtually in 
mid-air, and did extensive dam- 
age to the north face of the build- 
ing, te the fabric and windows 
of the western corner of buildings 
opposite, and to shops and offices 
over a Wide area. 


Disconsolate Caretaker 


The blast was so great that a 
column of old ivy, toughly em- 
bedded in the wall of the church, 
wus blown in a roli along the 
{rent of the building, 

The church = caretaker, who 
guards the building nightly, was 
disconsolate. He had taken great 
precautions to protect the stained- 
glass windows, which were his 
special pride, and was upset to see 
his handiwork lying shattered 
arcund him. 

“I was in the vaults when the 
bomb came down,” he said. “The 
explosion shook the old church 
and 1 came up to see what had 
happened. 

“Stained glass windows, al- 
ready protected by quarter-inch 
plate glass, were strewn on the 
flecr. The bomb trad hit a dou- 
ble-boltted gate which hasnt 
been opened for years and 
eplinters flew alt over the place,

BRITISH INFANTRY WERE YESTERDAY PREPARING TO

The ‘United States is dedicated 
20 the policy of all aid to Britain 
short of war. But so far it has 
not relieved the British of the 
necessity of paying cash on the 
barrel head for every item of ma- 
terial aid which they have got 
from the United States. It has 
been a policy of all aid on oa 
strictly cash basis. And, as Lord 
Lothian observed, the cash is 
running ow. The gold and se- 
curilies, which are ther only 
means of making cash payments, 
will be used up “before long"; 
some titue an the coming year 
other means of payment will 
have to be found” unless the 
Americans are suddenly tu dry 
up the stream of supplies, 

For it is important to realise 
that this problem of payment is 
not simply a British problem; 
is an Americgn problem. The 
maintenance of that stream of 
supplies is vital to the United 
States—-only Jess vital than it is 
to Great Britain--and it Is folly 
to suppose that the U.S. could 
bring it to an end merely because 
Britain was no longer able to pay 
“a cash profit for the privilege of 
fighting a batthh the Americans 
have now deeply realised to be 
their own.

CENTRAL LONDON had a heavy air raid in 
the early hours, when bombs dropped at random on 
non-military objectives struck such widely differing 
buildings as a Wren church famous in nursery 
rhyme and a well-known cinema.

An oll bomb — destroyed the 
roof of a church In South-West 
London, The Vicar said:, “We 
were sheltering in the Crypt 
with 50 psople who have been 
bombed out of their homes. We 
heard a thud and, running out, 
saw that the church roof was 
ablaze. 

“With a churchwarden and a 
sidesman I rushed into the church 
end, while the roof was burning, 
we helped to save ornaments, 
hymn-books and other articles.

Mid-February Invasion 


Mr. Alfred Landon, Republican candidate 
for the Presidency in 1936, declared on return- 
ing to Topeka, Kansas, yesterday from a visit 
to Washington that he had been advised “by 
reliable official sources that Hitler is planning 
to invade Britain about the middle of Febru- 
ary.”

PRODUCTION 


ECONOMIC AGREEMENTS have just been 
negotiated with Free French. Colonies in Africa and 


with the Belgian Congo. 


These facts were mentioned in the House of 
Lords by Lord Lloyd, Colonial Secretary, as some of 
the many steps taken in the organisation of the vast 
scheme for co-ordinating colonial production, not 
merely between British and Allied Colonies but more 
especially among the British Colonies themselves. 


As to the Dutch East Indies, the 
Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments had been authorised to un- 
dertake = direct discussions — with 
the Netherlands authorities when. 
veer these ere required, 

The British and the Netherlands 
Governments were so impressed 
with the necessity of maintaining 
fill liaason that they have formed 
u jcint  Anglo-Netherlands Com- 
mittee on economic matters. 

Many of the problems that ef- 
fect the colonies concern to an 
equal extent a large number of 
other countries which are not co- 
lonies. It would be useless, for 
example, to try and place cocoa 
or coffee in future in the Crown 
Colonies unless we take into con-

sideration the interests of Brazil 
and other South-American coun- 
tries and the interests similarly 
concerned with coffee, etc. etc.

Lord Lloyd mentioned some of 
the Colonial economic ups and 
Gowns as a result of war condi- 
tions. F 

Ceylon has lost a small copra 
market but was doing well on tea, 
rubber and plumbago. Malaya 
which lost part of its copra mar 
ket is aboundingly — prosperoirs 
with rubber and tin. 


Hong Kong was 
well in its general entreport ship- 
ping, etc. 

Falestine was in some difficul- 
ties over citrus exports on account 
of lack of shipping. The sugar 
colonies in the ‘West Indies were 
quite comfortable. Trinidad was 
doing well with oi! and British 
Guiana with bauxite. 

In all cases of hardship, we 
have found and are finding finan- 
cial means in saving the colonies 
from grave suffering. Realising 
the weight of the war impact, the

The late Lord, Lothian, on step- 
ping from his returning 'plane at 
LaGuardia Airport: at’ the end 
of last month, with-one brief and 
simple statement frankly raised a 
Problem which every one knew to 
exist, which in any event had to: 
be faced. sooner or-latet, 

The United" Sta'es is dedicated 
to the policy of all aid to Britain 
short of war. But so far it Nas 
not relieved the British of the 
nagessity of paying cash on the 
barrel head for every item of ma- 
terial aid which they have got 
from the United States. It has 
be@én a policy of all aid on a 
strictly cash basis. And, as Lord 
Lothian observed, the cash is 
running out. The gold and se- 
curities, which are their only 
means of muking cash payments, 
will be used up “before Jong”; 
some time in the coming year 
“other means of payment will 
have to be found” unless the 
Americans are suddenly to dry 
up the stream of supples.

“In days to come,” sald. the, 
“Star” “historians amay well-de- 
scribe the failure of the-air:offen- 
sive to destroy Britain's, reg ce 
this summer as one of the de- 
cisive battles of the world.*That, 
is a just estimate of the Implica-- 
tions of the air war as it has @e- 
veloped since the surrender of 
France. 


Hitler’s . Hi Command un- 
doubtedly believed, after. that 
deplorable event, that by using 
its air power to the full It could 
bring Britain to her knees with 
the same overWhelming. rapidity 
which had caused _ the collapse 
of. lesser enemies. 


The cyumplete failure to ac- 


fcomplish our destruction by this, 


means—a fact now admitted in 
Axis circles and recognised with 
gratitude by the friends of Bri- 
tain—is a positive and serious 
defeat for the enemy. What is 


that this problem of payment — is 
not simply a Britsh problem; it 
is an American problem. The 
maintenance of that stream — of 
supplies is vital to the United 
States—only less vitul than it ts 
to Great Britain—and it is folly 
to suppose that the U.S. could 
bring tt to an end merely because 
Britain was no longer able to pay 
a cash profit for the privilege of 
fighting a battle the Americans 
have now deeply realised to be 
their own. As the “New York 
Times” said the other day, it is 
not for Americans to wait on Bri- 
tish pleas; it is for Americans 
themselves to decide how they are 
to meet the financial necessities of 
American policy to which they 
are committed. 

The immediate stop-gap solu- 
tion would be to throw American 


credit resources open in the same 
way that American industrial re- 
sources are now open. Only two 
legal barriers stand in the way— 
the Johnson act and the financial 
provisions of the neutrality act. 
Neither has much application to 
the present situation. The first 
was primarily an attempt to col-~ 
lect the old World War debts—a 
dead issue now, and one which is 
certainly not going to paralyse the 
British war effort and so deliver 
the world to Hitler. The second 
enactment sprang mainly. from 
the idea of preventing the na- 
“dragged” thought- 
lessly or unintentionally into war 
by the creation of o financial in- 
terest in one side. Nothing of 
that kind is now involved. The 
policy of “all aid” was not adopt- 
ed for financial reasons; it was 
forced upon the American people 
as the one best way of preserving: 
their democracy and their secur- 
ity in a world-shaking time, and’ 
it is incredible that this clause of 
the neutrality act, should prevent 
their making that policy , good. 
The clause itself, incidentally, hag
